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HOW  TO  REACH  OUR  NURSERIES 


Our  Nurseries  are  located  within  8  miles  from 
New  York  City.  Buses  start  from  Astor  and  Waldorf 
Astoria  Hotel  (Bus  Terminals  for  Passaic  and  Pat¬ 
erson)  Leave  the  bus  at  Paterson  Avenue  and  Hack¬ 
ensack  Street,  East  Rutherford,  take  bus  or  trolley 
passing  our  nurseries  on  Paterson  Avenue.  Ruth¬ 
erford  is  the  first  and  Carlton  Hill  the  second  station 
on  the  main  line  of  the  Erie  Railroad.  Take  the 
Hudson  Tunnel  at  33rd  Street  or  at  Cortland  Street 
Terminal — trains  connect  with  the  Erie  Railroad  at 
Jersey  City.  Our  office  is  only  a  five  minute  walk 
from  Carlton  Hill  Station. 


You  will  notice  on  the  map  that  our  nursery  is 
located  on  Paterson  Avenue,  between  Passaic  and 
East  Rutherford,  and  if  this  is  borne  in  mind,  can 
easily  be  found  by  looking  for  a  stack  with  the  name 
“ROEHRS”.
